MEMOIR 
of THE LATE REV, JOHN SMITH, 
sag PERSECUTED MISSIONARY IN DEMERARA. 
[Coneiuded from our last.] 


The first charge against Mr. Smith, was 
pat he had long been a promoter of dis- 
soatent and dissatisfaction among the 
daves, thereby intending to excite them to 
pellion. The second was, that he had 
;jvised, consulted, and corresponded with 
Quamina touching such rebellion, both be- 
iyre and after it broke oat: thirdly that he 
ow of the intended rebellion, bat did 
»ot make it known to the Government; 
ind lastly, that after the revolt took place, 
be did pot detain or secure Quamina, or 
rve formation to the proper authorities, 
‘athe might be taken. J'o all these char- 
zes Mr. Smith could, and did most consci- 
eniously plead, Not Guilty. 

It is not necessary for us to go into the 
oaruculars of the evidence brought against 
him, the futility of which was well expos- 
oj by bis own cross examination of the 
ceveral witnesses, and has since been tri- 
ymphantly demonstrated by the admirable 
speeches of Mr. Brougham, Sir J Macin- 
tosh, Mr. Willams, and Dr Lushington, in 
the House of Commons. Saflice it briefly 
io state, that the Court Martial by whom 
he was tried, acquitted him of the princi- 
pal part of the first charge, namely, an in- 
ention to promote revolt; and as to the other 
part of it ** promoting discontent,” Mr. S. 
ilirmed that he cautiously avoided that 
evil, and refrained from even reading por- 
uons of Scripture, or using hymns which 
night, through ignorance or misapprehen- 
jon, bave caused dissatisfaction.* 

Witn regard to the second and third 
charges, Mr. Smith aiaintained that he dic 
‘ot know of an intended revolt. He knew, 
iad all the colony knew full well, 
great uneasiness did prevail among the 


regroes, and be had merely heard some | 
colish talk, which he severely reproved, | 


bout obligingf the managers to go to 
George Town and procure the new law of 
ireedom, which they falsely imagined, for 
Want of that information which their sa- 
periors ought to have given them, had 
come from England ; but he never dream- 
ed of an insurrection till & actually took 
place ; and this some of the dying negroes 
so affirmed with their fast breath at the 
place of execution. 

With respect to the last charge, Mr. S. 
did mdeed see Quamina two days after the 
revolt, he having incautiously been sent 
or without Mr, Smith’s knowledge, by his 
wile; but there was not a tittle of evidence 
thathe then knew him to be a rebel, or a 
reputed rebel, ner that he gave him the 
least encouragement to proceed in the re- 
volt; but there 1s satisfactory evidence 
on the contrary, for Mrs. Smith took a sol- 
ema oath before the Governor, that Mr. 
Smith said to Quamina that Ae was sorry 
ind grieved that the people had been so 
foolish and wicked, and mad, as to be guilty 
of revolting, and hoped that Quamina had 
act been concerned in wu, to which that un- 
happy man, misled probably by his son 
Jack,(who with one other, seems to have 
plotted the revolt) made no reply, but re- 
tired abashed and confounded, and soon af- 
ter fled tothe woods, whither he was pur- 
sued and shot, but withoat any arms in his 
hands. And asto Mr. Smith’s securing 
him, his not doing which formed a part of 
the charge, he truly said on bis trial, point- 
ing to his emaciated body, * Look at me, 
gentlemen, and say whether it was possible 
lor me to secure the person of sach a man?” 

The trial of Mr Smith continaed twenty 
eight days, including various adjournments, 
nd was concluded on the 24th of Novem- 
ver, when Mr. S. wae condemned to be 
hanged, at such time and place as the 
“overnor-should think fit to direct. But 
is cruel and most uajust sentence was 
och as, we have reason to think, the Court 
lid not dare to execuie, and therefore ad- 
Jedto the sentence of death the following 
‘Walitication :—** But the Court, under all 
 circumstunces of the case, begs humbly to 
‘commend the prisoner, John Smith, to mer- 
This proved no smail disappoiot- 
” For this reason Mr. Smith would not use Dr. 
‘atts’s excellent Psalms and Hymns, to which 
“* had been accustomed, because they contained 

ch lines as these: — 

* We would no longer lie, 
Like slaves beneath the throne.” 

Ur this — 

“We will be slaves no more, 
Since Christ has made us free.” 

These lines, perfectly innocent in England, 
"Sot have been ajisunderstood by ignorant ne- 
oes; Mr, S. therefore made a collection of 
'Ynus, &c. which he procured to be printed-in 
‘Odon, for the use of the Christianized slaves. 

‘nd here it may not be improper to add, that 
‘*. Wray, who was Mr. Smiths’ predecessor at 
Jemerara, composed and published a Catechism 
“rthe use of the negroes, a principal part of

“od.” They meant nothing more than that they 
This 
adeed highly culpable, it was an insubordi- 
“ mecompatible with their station, but did not 
Y Violence or crue! usage. 
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ment to many of the populace, who ex- 
pected and eagerly longed for his immedi- 
ate execution, ‘The sentence and recom- | 
mendation of mercy were immediately | 
transmitted to his Majesty. 

His Majesty's Government thought | 
proper to remit the punishment of death ; 
yet whilst thus showing mercy, admitted | 
the correctaess of the Court Martial in 
finding him guilty of high treason, and | 
confirmed that part of the sentence which 
banished him from the colony, and re- 
quired him to enter into recognizances, 
under the penalty of 2,0901. never to re- 
turn.* 

In the mean time, Mr. Smith was re- 
moved from the Colony-house to the com- 
mon jail, and placed in a room situated 
over a stagnent water,the pernicious fumes 
of which passing through the joints of the 
boards, some of which were a quarter of | 
an inch separate from each other, could 
not but be injurious to him, especially in 
his weak and disordered state, and there- 
fore loudly complained of, together with 
the bad state ef the windows, by his medi- 
cal friend. Here he was confined for a- 
bout seven weeks, till it was evident that 
death was not far distant; be was then 
removed to an upper room in a more eli- 
gible part of the jail, where Mrs. Elliot, 
with much difficalty obtained leave to join 
Mrs. Smith in kind attention to the patient 
sufferer. And it is but justice to Mr. Pad- 
more, the keeper of the prison, to state 
that he was treated by him with the great- 
est humanity and tenderness. The atten- 
tion also of Dr. Chapman to Mr. Smith de- 
serves to be recorded with gratitude, for 
no means were spared which might coo- 
tribute to the alleviation of his sufferings. 

On the 12th of January, 1824, Mr. S. 
addressed his last epistle to the Directors, |

itis here material to observe, that Mr. 
Smith was accused by many ofthe planters 
in Demerara, of being the agent and spy of 


institutions in England, and on this account 
was exceeding obnoxious to them; but 


solemnly disavows any such connexion. 
These are his words, 

“It appears as if the Directors have 
some apprehensions of its having been pos- 
sible that | have diverted my mind in some 
measure from the rea! object of my mission 
and entered into correspondence and con- 
nexion with some of those Societies which 
are furmed for the gradual abolition of 
slavery. I can assure the Directors that 
this is not the case; uo letter or corres- 
pondence of the kind ever having occurred 
between me andany Society.” 

In a subsequent part of this interesting 
letter, Mr. Smith says, 

“It grieves me, dear Sirs, that | am now 
a useless burthen upon the Society. | have 
endeavoured from the beginning to dis- 
charge my daties faithfully ; in doing so / 
have met with the, unceasing opposition 
and reproach, at length the adversary 
found an occa Mo triumph over me ;} 
but so far have these things been from 
shaking my confidence in the goodness of 
the cause in which | was engaged, that if | 
were at liberty, and my health restored, | 
would again proclaim, all my days, the 
glad tidings of salvation, amidst similar op- 
position, But of this | see no prospect; 
the Lord's hand is heavy upon me; still f 
can praise his name, that though afflictions

did not reach Demerara till about the day

* A Petition to the House of Commons from | 
the Treasurer, Seeretary and Directors of the |

In this truly pious manner, Mr. Smith 
concludes his correspondence with the 
Society, who will ever cherish his memory 
with respect and affection, while they 
mourn over his unmerited sufferings, sym- 
pathize with his afflicted relict, and pray 
for them who so despitefully used and per- 
secuted their beloved and faithful Mis- 
sionary. 

The Directors, having been informed of | 
Mr.Smith’s dangerous illness,& apprehend- 
ing that a removal to his native air might 
prove benejicial, made a respectful ap- 
plication to the Right Hon. Earl Batherst, 
requesting that he might be allowed 4o re- 
turn home ; the Directors rendefing them- 
selves responsible for his appearance and 
goodconduct. His Lordship very polite- 
ly attended to the request, and sent out 
orders to Demerara to that effect, if the 
circumstances of the case, at the ter- 
mination of the trial, should admit of that 
But this gracious concesssion 





Mr. Smith had, for some time previous 
to the revolt, laboured under considerable 
indisposition,and repaired to George Town 
on the morning of that very day on which 
the revolt happened,* to take the advice 





of a physician there, who stroagly recom- 
mended his removal, as soon as possible, to 
the salubrious air of Bermoda. But this 
measure subsequent events soon rendered 


| impossible ; for, in three days, he became 


a prisoner, and remained sach till death 
released him, in about six months. 

The state of his mind, daring his impris- 
onment,.was calm and bappy, although he 
had much to encounter. ‘The defence he 
had to form, under many disadvantages, 
must have been exceedingly laborious; & 
the false accusations brought forward, not 


only by professed enemies, but by profes- 
sed friends also, whose fear of death in- 


duced them to bear false witness against 


| their innocent pastor, must have been af- 


flictive im the extreme: and what must 
have been his feelings when, being ina 
room above that in which the Court sat, 
he heard the shountings of joy, as he bad 
reason to believe, on the agreement to pro- 
pounce him guilty. Yet amidst all these 
sufferings, * in patience be possessed his 
soul.” And at length, when flesh and 
heart began to fail, the frame of hie mind 
was such as corresponded with his hfe of 
piety and jabonr. We cannot express 
this more properly than in the words of 
his widow, ina letter to the Directors, 
dated 13th Feb. 1824: 

“The information I have to impart is 
no other than the death of my dear hus- 
band. His severe sufferings termiaated 
about half past one o’cleck, on the morn- 
ing of Feb. 6, in the most happy manner. 
He was perfectly sensible to the Inst mo- 
ment, and manifested the same resignation 
to the will of his Divine Master, the same 
unshaken confidence of his acceptance 
with God, through the merits of a crucified 
Saviour, and the same ardent leve for 
reading and prayer, for which he has 
ever been distinguished since | had the 
happiness of knowing him. I feel that in 
being bereft of him, | have not only lost an 
affectionate husband, bat one peculiarly 
qualitied to be an help meet, in the highest 
sense. But trust that God, who has seen 
fit to take him trom me, and who, | think 
1 may say, io a wonderful manner sup- 
ported me under the distressing circum- 
stances in which | have, for some months 
past, been placed, will still be my friend, 
and lead me in that narrow path, no matter 
whether through floods of tribulation or 
not, uotil | have the happiness of finding 
myself landed on that peaceful sbore,where 
sorrow and sighing shall forever cease, and 
where death shall not again part us from 
those we love.” 

‘The funeral of Mr. Smith was ordered 
by the public authorities to take place at 
the very unusual and inconvenient hour of 


four in the morning, and Mrs. Smith was 


She so far 
complied with the stern mandate as net to” 
+ follow the corpse,” but she, with her 
friend Mrs. Elliot, preceded by a slave 


' with a lantern, met the body atthe grave, 


where the solemn service was performed 
by the Rev. Mr. Austin, a clergyman of the 
Established Church, and whe has incurred 
the general odium by vindicating the in- 
jured character of a man whom he believ- 
ed to be perfectly innocent of the crimes 
laid to his charge.t Vhe enmity of Mr. 
Smith’s adversaries followed himto the 
grave, aod magisterial orders were issued 
to remove some slight memorials of res- 
pect which the affection of some of his 
hearers were placing around it. 

But “his record is en high,” and. the 
day is approaching im which his persecu- 


* Had Mr. Smith entertaned the feast appre- 
hension of the revolt, he wuld either not have 
travelled nine miles to George Town, on that day, 
or if he had gone thither, would certainly not 
have returned, in his weak state, to the scene of 
tumult and danger. 

+ Three hundred persons save signed a hones 
to the Governor, to sus Mr. Austin his 
ministry in the church; bit we believe that few 
of his constant hearers werl of that number, and 
that handreds of the blacland coloured people 





retain their regard for him ad bis ministry. 
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tors must appear before the judgment seat 
of Christ, to answer for their conduct 


towards this oppressed minister of the 
| Gospel. 


Our sincere prayer is * that they 
may find mercy of the Lord in that day.” 

For Mr. Smith’s bereaved flock, now 
scattered as sheep without a shep- 
herd. we feel a most tender concern, and 
humbly hope that the great Shepherd 
of the sheep, who came to seek and save 
that which was lost, will, in bis own good 
time, furnish them with a paster after his 
own heart. 

With the bereaved widow the thousands 
of our British Israel sincerely sympathise ; 
for her, their fervent prayers ascend to 
heaven; and for her future sepport a lib- 
eral eabscription is commenced, nat only 
by the Missionary Seciety, but also by per- 
sons of various denominations, not con- 


nected with it, whose hatred nen 


and persecution, and whose love of liberty 
and of religion, have inclined to engage in 
this labour of leve, and which we doubt 
not will be crowned with distinguished 
success.

A motber, the extent of whose views 
had been at first, to subscribe for one Bi- 
ble, on being informed that payment was 
accomplished, made known her intention 
to obtain one for each of her two sons, 
saying, she hoped to remain a subscriber 
as long as she lived.—Another, who had 
been brought fo a state of sad affliction, 
by a worthless husband and profligate 
children, on_ receiving a Bible, expressed 
herself as if all her wants were supplied, 
all her distresses relieved; and she dwelt 
with particular delight on the thought that 
now, when Sunday came, she could be 
comforted.—Twenty children, who are in 
a Sunday School, have become contribu- 
tors ofa penny a week ; most of them with 
hearts glowing with delight at the thought 
of either getting a Bible for themselves, 
or of assisting to spread the glad tidings of 
salvyation.—A coloured woman, unable to 
read, hus, by the visits of your committee, 
been aroused to a sense of (he important 
concerns of eternity ; she now delights in 
having the Bible read to her, and sub- 
scribes weekly for the benefit of others.— 
A copy was given toa poor peasant, who 
sat up all night to read it, and on being 
asked why he did so, observed, ‘1 know 
not how soon God will call me into ano- 
ther world, and then he will ask me what 
I know respecting him.’—To the same 
purpose one of the managers of this socie- 
ty reported some time since, that he bad 
received a letter from a young man in the 
south, inclosing two dollars fer this socie- 
ty, stating “that tnstead of going to the 
theatre, he would inclose the coset of an ad- 
mission ticket, to give a Bible to some wan- 
dering and benighted soul, as a guide in 
the path that leads to heaven; and I trou- 
ble you with it, because | know of no so- 
ciety here for that purpose.”

It is true there are but few among us, 
who appear at first view, unable to pur-

Persons of this 
description are more numerous than we 
are sometimes led to suppose. But there 
is a class of persons among us who age ab- 
solutely destitute of the means, and can 
have but little hope of obtaining the Scrip- 
tures, except asa donation. Such are the

and fathers, who spend even their neces- 
saries of life in riotous living, It is here 
that the Sacred Oracles are imperioysly 
required. Here is a peculiar necessity 
for their benign influence, in order to 
counteract the pernicious examples to 
which a rising family may be daily exposed. 
And whe knows what a happy effect the 
gift of a Bible might have on such a fami- 
ly? Besides consoling the desolate wife, 
and pointing the children to a father that 
would never leave nor forsake them, it - 
might arrest the heedless husband in bis 
ruinous caree7, and induce him to seek 
that grace which would not only prevent 
him from heapiog up wrath against the 
day of wrath, but enable him to hive so- 
berly, righteously and godly in the pres- 
eat world.

It is a method which has been success- 
fully tried to induce a captain well dis- 
posed to the objects of this society, to take 
afew Bibles to sea in his charge; and 
when the feelings of the port had given 
place to Some reflection at sea, and the 
thoughtless mariners felt the want of em- 
ployment, to suggest the propriety and 
convenience to them of owning a Bible.— 
They bave generally expressed an earnest 
desire to purchase one, and have been em- 
ployed in leisure moments, and especially 
on the Sabbath, in reading the Sacred 
Having purchased the Bible they 
regard it with greater care, and seem less 
likely to neglect, to lose or sell it, than if 
received gratuitously. This method, whieh 
was suggested by a serious and respecta- 
ble captaingas having been his own suc- 
ces-ful practice, we think claims the parti- 
cular attention of this society; for at the 
same time that you thas furnish seaman 
with the word of life, you also add to the 
funds and increase the probability of ren- 
dering the exertions of the society more 
efficacious.

BIBLE AMONG CATHOLICS. 

The Secretary of the Bible Society at Frank- 
fort on the Maine, in Germany, relates the follow- 
ing anecdote respecting the reception of the Bible 
by a body of German Catholics, in a letter to 
the British and Foreign Bible Society, dated in 
June of the present year. 

A few weeks ago we distributed New 
Testaments among sundry Roman Catho- 
lics engaged in a pilgrimage to Waldieren. 
They passed through Frankfort on two 
successive days at certain appointed hours, 
and were this year particularly numerous. 
The first day we conveyed 600 copies of 
the Testament to the place of distribution, 
supposing that, as formerly, they would 
pass through in companies of twenty or 
thirty persons only ; but what was our sur- 
prise when we found ourselves suddenly 
surrounded by nearly 1000 people at once, 
att anxious to obtain copies of the New 
Testament! We found they had relin- 
quished those scruples, which in former 
years they entertained, and many testified 
with a degree of exultation of what they 
had read in the Sacred Volume. and how 
convinced they were of the excellency of 
its contents. One female made the re- 
mark, that the book which we distributed 
was precisely the same as that used by 
the clergyman when taking the text for 
his sermon, and that, as he quoted chap- 
ter and verse, it was of great advantage 
to possess a New Testament, in order to 
be able to readit againathome. Indeed, 
such was the gratitude and cordiality ef 
these poor pilgrims, that it took up no 
small portion of our time in shaking bands 
with them; and aftr all, nearly 300, at 
the very least, were obliged «to go away 
without «copy. It will afford you plea- 
sure to learn, that the total number of 
copies disposed of in both days, amounts 
to 1139; and, from opportunities which 
we have had of observingithe class of peo- 
ple among whom they were circulated, 
we have great reason to hope that the 
Lord will more and more cause the morn- 
ing star of light and truth to arise and shine 
in their hearts.

A few days ago, says a German corres- 
pondent of the British and Foreign Bible 
Society, conversing with a poor man who 
formerly had been a village schoolmaster, 
lL asked him ifhge had a Bible? At this 
question he blushed; and attempted to e- 
vade it, by saying, that he knew the Bible, 
and had readit.

RELIGIOUS. 
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INDIA.—Sknamrone. 
Annual Examination of the College. 


On Monday the 5th of January, the students of 
Serampore College were examined in the great 
Hall in the presence of his Excellency the Hon. 
Colonel Krefting, and the other gentlemen of the 
Danish Government. A number of ladies and 
gentlemen from Barrickpore and Calcutta were 
also present, as well as native Pundits and others. 

The examination was conducted by Dr. Carey 
the President, & commenced. with the Sungskrita 
Grammar classes. Among these there were 
twenty students who had made degrees of pro- 
gress very highly satisfactory. Of this number six- 
teen are the children of native Christians, and the 
remainder are respectabieBrahmup youths resident 
in Serampore. The Geographical! class was next 
examined, consisting of sixteen students. They re- 
peated about 30 pages of the Bengalée Introduction 
to the Newtonian tystem of Astronomy, and oc- 
casionally explained the definitions and proposi- 
tions. After this, they were exercised upon the 
map of Asia, and manifested a ready acquaintance 
with its countries, rivers,principal cities, &c. Sev- 
eral of them also showed their mapping books, 
which exhibited very considerable neatness and 
accuracy of drawing. The six students of Hindeo 
Astronomy were then examined on the same sub- 
jects as the others, having this year added the 
Newtonian system to their own. 

Nine students of English were next examined 
in the New Testament and the English Grammar. 
The eldest of the Christian Students, who has stu- 
died Sungskrita for several years, translated a 
passage of the Prophecies of Isaiah, selected at 
the moment from the Sungskrita version, into 
both Bengalee and English, ina manner exceed- 
ingly gratifying. He also translated with great 
facility from English into Bengalee. 

When his Excellency had bestowed the various 
rewards upon the students, Dr. Carey addressed 
them in Bengalee, and concluded the interesting 
employment of the morning by an appropriate 
prayer in the same language. 


Theological Lectures.—In December, Dr. Ca- 
rey commenced a course of Theological Lectures 
in the Bengalee language, for the benefit of the 
Christian Students in the College, and the Native 
Brethren residing in Serampore.—He has already 
discussed the evidences of Natural Religion 
for the existence and unity of God, and also 
the greater number of the Divine Attributes. 
They have been listened to with the deepest in- 
terest and attention,

Anniversary of the Caleutta Bible Associalion was 
held at the Town-Hall}. 

On Monday, Jan. 5, and the two following days, 
was held the Bengal Annual Asrocialion of Mis- 
sionaries and Ministers of various denominations. 

On Tuesday, two services were conducted in 
the Bengalee language, ove in the morning, when 
Mr. C. C. Aratooa prayed, Mr. Ray read theScrip- 
tures, and Bagchee,(a converted Brabmun,) and 
Rey. E. Carey, preached. The other in the after- 
noon, when the Rey. Messrs. Lacroix (of Chinsu- 
rah) and Trawin preached, and the brethren C.C. 
Aratoon and Bagchee engaged in prayer. The 
native congregations at both places were numer- 
ous antl attentive. 

On Wednesday: morning, a conference for the 
discussion of Missionary subjects, and in the even- 
ing, a public servite in English. 

On Thursday evening, Jan. 8th, the Anniversa- 
ry of the Serampore and Calculla Baptist Mis- 
stonary Sociely was held in Lall-Bazer Chapel. 
The Rev. James Hill preached ; after which the 
Report was read by Rev. J. Mack, the Secretary.

Extract of a letler dated Sussex Co. Va. Sept. 25. 


About 15 months ago, there seemed to be a gen- 
eral excitement among the humble followers of 
Jesus.— Days for fasting and prayer were freqcent 
ly appointed and strictly observed. Every pious 
soul was desiring the salvation of sinners, and was 
praying, ‘“* Lord revive thy work.” About this 
time the Lord directed several of his ministers in- 
to this part of his vineyard. Congregations in- 
creased in numbers, and manifested great desire 
to hear the word of life. The cloud of mercy bad 
now gathered over our heads, and gentle and re- 
freshing showers of divine grace soon began to de- 
scend. There have been added by baptism and 
experience, to High-Hills church, 43; to Ra- 
coon-Swamp, about 15; to Sappony, 5. Several 
persons have embraced religion who have not 
yet been baptised ; many more are inquiring for 
Him whom their souls desire. 

But while on the one hand we have cause to 
rejoice, on the other there is cause for weeping ; 
for many of the churches around us are in a_tor- 
pid and miserable condition. Ministers are very 
scarce. 
labourers are few, very few. Ihave been riding 
for eight months past, as a Missionary under the 
patronage of the General Association cf Baptists 
in Virginia; bat 1 am unable to occupy half of 
the destitute churches and places in this and the 
surrounding counties.

It has pleased God for some time past to bestow 
upon us a glorious revival of religiou. I never 
saw such a uniformity in the blessed work cf the 
Lord. It iscommon toall, to be under deep and 
pungent conviction for sin, mourning over a hard 
heart, being convinced of tieir condemned state 
by nature aud practice.

AFRICAN SCHOOL. 
Extracts from the Annual Report of the Board 
of Directors of the African School, to the Synods 
of New-York and New-Jersey. 


Notwithstanding there is now but little proba- 
bility that the hope of a connection with the Ame- 
rican Colonization Society, will be soon realized, 
the Board are of opinion, that the prospect of an 
increasing demand fur teachers, and preachers for 
our emigrants in Hayti, and for our colonists at 
Montserado, furnishes a plea in favour of the in- 
stitution, which may with good effect be presented 
to the Christian public. 

An examination of the school took place on the 
6th July. Nathan Blount, Robert Baird, and Wm. 
S, Gordon, were examined in reading, mathema- 
tics, natural philosophy and astronomy. They 
also exhibited the specimens of their composition, 
and their talent for speaking. The board are 
happy to have it in their power to state that the 
conduct of the young men have been exemplary, 
and that they have never been more highly grati- 
fied with their proficiency during any preceding 
year than the past. 

The Board further report, that their expenses 
during the past year, amount to $513 78, leaving 
a balance against the Treasury of $27 64, exclu- 
sive of $700 of six per cent stock. 

The Board further report, that Wm. Pennington 
was ordained by the Presbytery of Jersey, on the 
7th Tost. and has been appointed by the Board of 
the United Foreign Missionary Society, a Mis- 
sionary to Hayti. 








IMPORTANT DECISION. 


In the appendix to the last Report of the Direc- 
tors of the African Institution, we find an impor- 
tant decision of the Court of King’s Bench in 
Great Britain, which we believe has not been no- 
ticed by any of the papers in this country. The 
action was brought by Mr. Forbes,a planter in East 
Florida,agaiost Admirals Cochrane and Cockburn, 
for enticing his slaves on board the British squad- 
ron,during the late war between Great Britain and 
the United States, and refusing to deliver them up 
when demanded. It seems, that towards the 
close of the war,while the British squadron was off 
our southern coast,Admiral Cockburn,acting under 
Admiral Cochran, distributed a great number of 
copies of a proclamation inviling the slaves of A- 
merican planters to desert their masters, and take 
refuge on board the British ships. One of these 
proclamations found its way to East Florida,which 


Forbes’ slaves, thirty eight of them were induced 


Forbes immediately presented a memorial to Ad- 
miral Cockburn, stating the circumstances of the 
desertion, and praying that the slaves might be 
forthwith delivered up. He also came in person 


slaves in question as his property. The Admiral, 
however, refused to order the slaves back, but told 


them to return. 
but they refused to go.—After hearing laboured 


cided unanimously in favour of the defendants. 
Mr. Justice Holroyd said, “* These slaves hav- 

ing placed themselves under the protection of the 

British flag, in a situation out of the reach of the 


the shores of Britain, and that it would have been 


force to return to slavery. 
Mr. Justice Best, in an eloquent and elaborate 
judgment, expressed his decided opinion, that this 
action could not be maintained under any circum- 
stances. Slavery in this Court cannot be taken 
notice of asa general right; it must be confined to 
the local limits where the right existed. There- 
fore, when once a slave gets beyond those limits, 
and places himself under the protection of a state 
where slavery is unknown, his chains are broken, 
and he becomes as free as the air he breathes. 
Upon this principle he was decidedly of opinion 


circumstances stated in this case, with the British 
flag flying over their heads, they were to all in- 
tents and purposes, as much emancipated, as 
if they had heen landed on the shores of England. 
He could see no difference between an English 
ship and English land; and if the defendants had 
attempted to force these wretched beings back to 
slavery, they would have been liable to an action 
for the infringement of those natural rights which 
they had thus asserted. % [V. ¥. Obs.

Society received a letter from a gentleman in Mas- 
sachusetts,informing him that a person calling him- 
self Moses Ruden, and professing to be a descen- 
dant of Abraham, was in that part of our country. 
The aecount he there gave of himself, as received 
from our correspondent, was ‘* that he came from 
Lubec, Maine, where his paren/s lived, and where 
was a Synagogue of 60 Jews: that on receiving 
Christ, he was obliged to leave them and seek his 
bread elsewhere.” Our correspofdent also inform- 
ed us that on inquiry : he had ascertained there 
| are no Jews in Lubec. 

About the time of the receipt of this letter, the 
person calling himself Moses Ruden, arrived in 
this city with a beard several inches long; and 
with a letterof introduction from our Auxiliary 
at Worcester, Mass. upon whom he had prac- 
tised imposition.—His story here was, that he was 
born in c-square, London,and that his parents 
were dead. The sympathies of a few members of the 
board for the descendantsof Abraham, and his 
plausible professions of great piety, induced them 
to advance him a sumof money, and to procure 
him lodgings in a respectable boarding-house in 
this city, until his case could be submitted at the 
regular meeting of the Board. In the mean time, 
the discrepancies of hisMassachusetts and hisNew- 
York stories, being ascertained and communica- 
ted to him, and he-being unwilling to give the 
friends upon whom he had imposed any satisfac- 
tion, left his lodgings, and bas not been heard of 
since. Asit is probable this individual may at- 
tempt to practice imposition upon some of our 
friends and auxiliaries, as a convert from Jadaism, 
we thus publish him: and request the editors of 
papers with whom we exchange, to publish him 
as an individval with whom we kave no connex- 
ion, and in whom we have no confidence.

While this law exists, we admit that 
every man has aright te a yoice in the selection o! 

It is freely allowed to be incom- 
patible with our republican principles, to cow- 
pel men to pay their money for the support of 
teachers, in the choice of whom they have had no 
agency. We have no wish that fen men should 
contro) an hundred—& we have as little wish that 
an hundred should be “ allowed to oppress, brow- 
beat and morally entrammel perhaps for life,” 
fifty or even ninety-nine others.—But, the law in 
question, is the grievance of which we complain. 
A law compelling every man to support 4 religious 
teacher, is in effect, a law compelling every mao 
to support a teacher who will ‘* preach smooth 
things and prophesy deceits,” and “ sew pillows 
under arm-holes.” 

Very far are we from wishing the existence of a0) 
law that shall give to one denomination an 2% 
cendency over another—or that shall allow th:

MAINE MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


Extract from the Report of the Trustees at the An- 
nual Meeting in Bangor, June 23, 1824. 


The Trustees have had in the employment of 
the Society, the year past, thirty four Missionaries; 
some for a longer, and some for a shorter space of 
time ; and have directed their services, so far as 
was practicable,to every destitute part of the state. 

It is a principle, upon which this Society acts, 
to assist those, who do what they can to assist 
themselves. The operation of this principle has 
been widely and powerfully felt. Many destitute 
places, encouraged by the hope of receiving aid 
from the Society, have made exertions to raise 
something by subscription, which otherwise would 
pot have been made, and have thus enjoyed the 
benefit of stated preaching for two, three, or six 
months, and in some instances throngh the year. 

—— 

The Synod of the German Reformed Church, in 
the United States met on the 26th ult. at Bedford, 
Pennsylvania. Forty-six ministers were present. 
Five young gentlemen were ordained to the min- 
istry of reconciliation, and three licensed to preach 
the Gospel. Among vther of their acts we under- 
stand that they have organized a Theological 
Seminary, and located it in Carlisle. The Rev. 
Mr. Samuel! Helfenstein of Philadelphia, has been 
elected Theological Professor, We understand 
that an arrangement has been made by the Board 
of Trustees of Dickinson College to establish a 
new professorship, in that Institution to be styled 
the Professorship of History andGerman Literature, 
and that the Theological Professor will discharge 
its duties. A connection between the two Insti- 
tutions will uot fail to have a most salutary influ- 
ence, and to excite the youth to, and facilitate 
them in their researches into the valuable stores 
of German Lilteralure, will be rendering them a 
most important service. The German language 
is extensively spoken in our state, and men of busi- 
ness find it to their advantage, yea necessary, to 
study if, particularly, inland merchants, and 
gentlemen of the bar. The general scholar, too, 
finds it important to become acquainted with the 
German language, that he may have access to the 
many valuable literary and scientific works that 
issue from the German presses. —Carlise Adv.

BRITISH CONFERENCE, 

The British Methodist Conference closed a bu- 
siness session of twelve days, on the 10th August. 
The proceedings were said to be very harmonious, 
and the result of their deliberations every way 
satisfactory. The increase of members during the 
year has been about eight thousand. 

The number of members in the Methodist con- 
nexion in England and Wales, aecording to 
‘* Haigh’s Map of the Methodist Circuits,” puab- 
lished in the present year, is 211,887. These are 
divided into 296 circuits. The proportion of Metb- 
odists to the whole population, is as one to fifty six. 

The above numbers, it must be observed, are 
actually joined in connexion, exclusive of the 
eight thousand additional members; and it is es- 
timated that the Methodist congregations in Eng- 
iand contain six times as many individuals as 
there are members. upon the class papers. 

This information we gather from a Liverpool 
paper of August 15th. But it should be observed 
that in this estimate the members in Ireland and 
in the foreign missionary stations are not included,

FORSIGN. 

The Paris Constitutionel declares that the af- 
fairs of Greece look brighter and brighter every 
day. The following is a letter from an officer of the 
Greek army, after the battle with Derwich Pacha. 

Amplane, (a village near Thermopyle) July 
15th, 1824.—In our last engagement with Derwish 
Pacha, we obtained a signal victory. We have 
counted more than 500 dead, and the darkness 
bas prevented us from ascertaining the whole 
loss of the enemy. We have taken all their can- 
non and their tents. Every: Greek took ten mus- 
kets from the field. We have found seven mules 
loaded with powder and balls, and a great num- 
ber of horses. Only ten Turks have fallen into 
our hands alive. 500 chosen Greeks have been 
sent to pursue those who have fled.

3. Every vessel, whether national or foreign, 
to which slaves have been transported or intro- 
duced into the Mexican Territory, shall be imme-

The Press in France.—We stated a short time 


since that the Censorship of the press was re-es- 
tablished in France. Some Paris papers have 
been received in New York with blanks, where 
articles or paragraphs had been stricken out by 
Government. This measure has been resorted to 
at this time, it is supposed, to prevent the Opposi- 
tion Journals from republishing the account of the 
reception of La Fayette in this country, and to 
exclude from the public view the writings of M. 
Chateaubriand, who has been turned out of the 
Freuch Ministry. At this period of the world, 
when the principles of freedom are extending 
themselves in every direction, such a regulation 
must constitute an important part of the machine- 
ry of every despotic government, !t would be 
madness to enlighten the people and then talk of 
the divine right of kings.—Fam, Vis. 

Canal in Upper Canada._—The New York 
Albion’ contains a map of the Peninsula which 
lies between lakes Erie and Oatario, promaties a 
view of the several routes proposed for the Wel- 
land Canal. A company for the construction of this 
canal, was incorporated in Upper Canada last 
winter, with a capital of 150,000 dollars. Of this 
stock 50,000 have been taken in Canada, 50,000 
in New-York, and the remaining 50,000 are reser- 
ved to be subscribed in Canada. It is proposed to 
carry the canal either from the town of Niagara on 
lake Ontario, or from the Twelve Mile Creek, 
on the same lake, to a navigable part of the river 
Chippewa.—The distance by one route is 18 1-2 
miles, the fall 232 feet, and the expense is estima- 
ted at $104,000. The distance by the Niagara route 
i¢ a little greater, and the expense estimated at 
$20,000 more.—Fither route will afford a conve- 
nient navigable channel betweeu the two lakes, 
there being no obstruction to the navigation of the 
Niagara river from lake Erie to the mouth of the 
Chippewa.—But it is further proposed, after this 
canal shall be completed, to make a more direct 
communication with lake Erie by an additional 
canal, which shall unite the Chippewa river, with 
Grand river, near its outlet in lake Erie. The 
expense of this canal is estimated at $30,000. This 
route, besides being more direct than through the 
mouth of Chippewa river, it is said will be open 
three wecks earlier ia the Spring, in consequence 
of the great quantity of ice that choakes the out- 
let of lake Erie opposite to Buffalo. — Dai. Adv.

DOMESTIC. 

Choice of President.—The choice of Electors is 
required by law to be made within thirty four 
days preceding the first Wednesday in December. 
As the frst day of December of the present year 
will be Wednesday, the choice of electors may be 
made on any day of November, or either of the 
four last days of Cctober. The returns of votes 
made by the electors will be opened by the Presi- 
dent of the Senate, in the presence of the Senate & 
House of Representatives,on the nioth day of Feb- 
ruary next. If it shall then appear that there is no 
choice of President by the majority of the votes of 
the electors, a President is to be immediately chos 
en by the House of Representatires, voting by 
States, from the three persons having the highest 
number of votes. Ifno choice shall be made, by 
a vote of a majority of the states before the fourth 
day of March, the person who shall be chosen 
Vice President, is to act as President during the 
whole period of four years. 

If on counting the electors’ votes, it shall ap 
pear that there is no choice of Vice President by a 
a majority of those votes, the members of the Senate 
will make choice of a Vice President from the two 
persons who have the highest number of electoral 
votes.— Dat. dr. 


Emicration To Hayti. 

Capt. M’Learn, of the brig Charlotte Corday, 
who sailed about six weeks since fromPhiladelphia 
with a number of coloured families, emigrants to 
Harti, has just returned. It would appear from 
his account, that the promises of eitizen Granrille 
have been more than fulfiled. He states that on 
entering the harbour of Port au Prince, the emi- 
grants were welcomed by the officers of a Haytien 
Government vesse); and soon after visited Fy some 
of the principal officers ofthe Government. A 
deputation of the Philanthropic Society of the 
place was sent to welcome and comliuct them to 
their residence. They were cordially received in- 
to the families of the first men at Port au Prince. 
Many of the emigrants were to remain in the 
families of the Secretary of State—of War— 
and of the Treasury, till they had selected a resi- 
dence for themselves. All seemed anxious and 
happy toentertain them. President Boyer invi- 
ted them to the Government House; and expres- 
sed much satisfaction on their safe arrival and 
genteel and becoming appearance, After he had 
ascertained their different wishes and intentions, 
he promised to locate them on some of the govern- 
ment lands in the vicinity of the city, said to be 
among the best in the Island. When Capt. M’- 
Learn sailed, most of them had gone to the coun- 
try to select their farms, and make arrangements 
for the removal of their families. —Phil. Dem. P. 


A national road from the city of Washington fo 
New Orleans is in contemplation. Its location is 
not determined, but it is supposed that it will pass 
throogh Staunton, Virg. Knoxville, Tenn. and 
Huntsville, Alabama, The people in the valley 
are holding meetings and adopting measures to 
procure its location in that region.

Murder.— A man by the name of Wm. Ferguson, 
of Franklin county, Virginia, was lately sentenced 
to be hung for the murder of his wife on the 20th 
of last Febraary. The following are the circum- 
stances :—Ferguson a short time before day break, 
on the morning of the murder, went to one of his 
neighbors, and informed him that his wife was 
sick, and that he expected she would die in a 
very short time, unless she could be relicved. 
The alarm was immediately given to some other 
neighbors, who found his wife dead and cold, and 
her infant crying by her side. Ferguson did not 
return with them, but was found several days af- 
terwards, wandering about, conscience stricken, 
with his clothes wet and frozen upon his body. 
His wife was baried, and no suspicion excited 
that she had been murdered, until the clothes 
found upon the dead body were pul into the bands 
of the washerwoman, when it was discovered that 
there was a hole through them, and that they 
were burned with powder. The body was imme- 
diately disintered, and an inquest held, when 
it was discovered that she had been shot. Susg- 
picion of course fastened upon the husband, and a 
train of providential circumstances subsequently 
combined to fix upon him, as clear as noonday, the 
guilt of the diabolical deed.

CLAIMS OF PRISONERS. 
| The Quarterly Review for August 1824, con- 
| tains an able article on “* Prisons & Penstentia- 
| ries,” founded upon a long catalouge of publica- 
| tions relating to the subject, in which there is 
j much good sense, and sound reasoning; mixed 
| with some things, however, which do not fully 
; quadrate with our own opinions. We mention 
| this matter at the present time, because we un- 
| derstand that Commissioners appointed by the 
, Legislature of this State are occupied in examin- 
| ing into this important subject, and it is desirable 
| that all the light and information of which it is sus- 
| ceptible may be placed before that body in the 
report of their agents. We thivk some may be 
collected from this article. 

The Reviewers, in the course of their observa- 
tions, examine various important points necessari- 
ly involved in the system, viz. Ist. The securi- 
ty of prisons—2dly. Health and cleanliness—3dly. 
Protection from the corruption of bad society, and 
the enjoyment ofan opportunity of performing his 
religious duties. These they consider the claims 
which prisoners have on the country. 

Under the head of the claims which the coun- 
try has upon prisoners, they remark—‘' It has a 
right to general order and decency within the 
prison: and for that purpose may enforce proper 
discipline, and punish the breach of it”’—** it may

Calamitous Firs ct Sea.—Sir Thomas Stamford 
Raffles has lately suffered an irreparable loss by fire 
atsea. He embarked, with his family, on the 2d of 
February, at Benceolen, in the Fame, forEngland, 
after spending many years in the service of his 
country, richly loaded with the fruits of his ability 
and zeal. Of the evening of that day, Sir Stamford 
writes— 

‘* About 20 minutes past eight 0’ clock, an 
alarm was given that the ship was on fire ; and 
in less than ten minutes, she was in flames: there 
was not a soul on board at half past eight; and in 
less than ten minutes afterwards, she was one 
grand mass of fire !” 

The pasengers and crew, in twosmall boats, 
pushed off from the ship with all possible haste,as 
she had gunpowder on board, and no less than 
250 tons of saltpetre. Sir Stamford writes— 

“She continued to burn till about midnight, 
when the saltpetre took fire,and sent up one of 
the most splendid and brilliant flames that was 
ever seen, illuminating the horizon in every direc- 
tion, to an extent of not less than fifty miles, and 
casting that kind of blue light over us, which is of 
all others, most luridly horrible. Sbe burnt, and 
continued to flame in this style, for about an hour 
or two, when we lost sight of the object in a cloud 
of smoke.” 

After hard labour during the night, the boats 
reached Bencoolen in the morning. Sir Stamford 
says—“* About eight or nine o’clock we saw a ship 
standing to us from the Roads: they had seen the 
flames on shore, and had sent out vessels in all di- 
rections to our relief: and here certainly came a 
minister of Provideuce, in the character of a mio- 
ister of the Gospel, for the person whom I recog- 
| nized was one of our Missionaries. About two 
o’clock we landed ; and no words of mine can do 
| justice te the expression of feeling, sympathy, 
and kindness with which we were hailed by ev- 
ery one.”

THE HUMAN LUNGs, 

The structure and function of the lungs in h 
man subjects, has long been a chief study of De. 
Majendie, of Paris, and by very numerous case r. 
tions of this organ, in its ordinary and algy in ite 
phthisically diseased state, he has ascertained 
that the tissues or cellular coats of the lunes 
are almost entirely composed of the minute 
branchings of blood vessels,of the pulmonary arte- 
ries and veins, anastomising or connecting with 
each other. That the cells of the lungs diminish 
in number, but increase in size with considerable 
regularity, from childhood to old age, the increase 
being greatest where a cough has attended the 
individual. That on the whole, aged people con- 
sume much less oxygen, and consequently have 
less animal heat, and are less able to resist cold 
than the young. Dr. Majendie has found, that 
the beginning of phthisis, or consumption, is ow. 
ing to the small parietes of the pulmonary blood 
vessels secreting a greyish yellow matter, in one 
or more of the cells of the lungs; this, in some 
cases, is moveable, and the patient coughs it up, 
and recovers ; but mach too frequently it increas- 
es, adheres to the small vessels, gradually oblite- 
rates them, and the whole lobe at length becomes 
tuberculous, or formed of this greyish yeilow mat- 
ter. Considering thus the commencement of cop. 
sumption as only an alteration in the habitual sc. 
cretion of the vascular tissue of the lungs, Dr, M, 
employs sedatives, and particularly the hydrocy- 
anic acid, in thetwo figst stages of the disease. 
with the happiest effect.—[Monthly Mag.
